it, as well as ſay it. And obſerve this whilſt you live, that 
the leſs able men are to defend their as of War ſhip and 
Religion, the more plentifully do they thunder out their 
threatnings of Hell and Damnation. For what would you 
have them do ? They find themſelves at a loſs for Argu- 
ments to convince your Dinderſtanding, and therefore they 
muſt not be wanting to work npon your Paſſions ; which I 
| do not ſay as if it were not the moſt ſerious buſineſs in the 
World to eſcape Danmat ion. For moſt certainly it is, and 
no man uſes amore awakning Call, who perſwades me to be 
of his Communion, than he that tells me that I am Damm d 
if I fkay where 1 am. But what then? Muſt I preſently go over 
to him ? No certainly, that were the pooreſt fimplicity in 
the World. But I wi the more carefully confider what 
he ſays, and ſee how he proves that I am in the way of 
Damuatias; he ſhall be fre of my attention, and if he can 
convince me of any damnable Opinions or Practices, be fhalt 
be ſure of my thanks too. But if I am once ſatisfied, that 
the ftrength of bis Cauſe lies in nothing elſe but pouring, out 
| Curſes, and pronouncing me t0 be in a damnable Condition. 
| T may well wouder at the mans confidence, and begin to 
think whether there be more of the Fool or the Artift in it. 
Nor will the matter be mended, though he pretends a moft 
render Charity to my Soul, and that be would not ſpeak ſuch 
terrible things, # bis heart did not bleed within him to 
think of the condition I am in. For this ij as eaſily ſaid as 
all the reſt, aud when it u ſaid, it will indeed, raiſe my 
expectation of ſuch very clear and ſtrong Reaſons from him, 
as may anſwer bis affeftionate and po. Expreſſions. 
. But if I find my ſelf diſappointed as to that, ' his proceeding 
with me is till the more ridiculous ; and as his Zeal grows 
greater, it bas leſs power to ſhake my conſtaucy, becauſe it 

arifes without Knowledge and Judgment. 
Beſides al this, © xd Chriſtiau Reader, 
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tan v ſuffer ſuch Multitudes of their own Communion, 
to give the Worſhip due . ae onely, to a Creature. Not 
td diſpute whether their Church teaches Idolatry, it u too 
evident that they are a vaſt number who are 7400 of it a- 
mong fi them; as you may ſee by this very Book, written by 
one of that Church, and who very honeſtly reproves them 
for it. Now I att, Why do not theſe men that ſo charita- 
Bly denounce Damnation againſt us, ſhew a little of this Cha- 
rity at home, unleſs they think Idolatry not 'a damning 
Sin? Let them anſwer this if they can. Does not this 
Book reprove damnable Practices? I will appeal for that 
to the Biſhop of Meaux, Are they not rife in the Commu- 


ion of the Roman church? I will appeal for that, to Mon- 


fleur Widenfelt, nay to Father Craſſet, who writ againſt 
Widenfelt, ot for Miſrepreſenting the Roman Catholicks, 
But for defigning to Reform them. Well, but Monſieur Wi- 
dentelt has declared againſt theſe Practiſes, and he was a 
Papiſt. Very true, and what has he got by it, but to be 
condemned by the Pope, as Craſſet ſays, and contradifted 
and cenſur d by theſe men, that thunder out Hell and 


Damnation againſt us? What fhall we then ſay to theſe 


things, But that it is for the Worldly Intereſt of theſe Men; 
not to threaten Damnation to the abuſed People of the Ro- 
man Church. And then, whether it be their Charity, and 
Bowels of Compaſſion to threaten it againſt us, I leave the 
whole World to Judge. 

Be not therefore ſcared with their threatuings, which 
manifeſtly bave too much partiality in them to ſavour of the 
leaſt Charity, but take the Apoſtles Counſel, Prove all 
things, hold faſt that which is good. Confider with your 
ſelves, what a horrible preſumption it is in them, to Damn 
a man for praying to God onely, through the Merits and In. 
terceſſion of his dear Son. The ancient Creeds, my Bre. 
thren, were for ſeveral Ages thought to comprize all points 
of meer Faith, which God was pleaſed to think abſolutely 
neceſſary to Salvation. If therefore the Authority of the 
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The Tranſlatour's Preface. 
Primitive Church is to be regarded, who will regard the 
Cenſures of thoſe men, who pretend that ſo much Faith, to- 
gether with the belief of all that God has reveal d in the 
Holy Scriptures, and the offering up of our Prayers and 
Praiſes to Almighty God, through Jeſus Chriſt onely; be- 
ing joyn'd with a good Life and ſincere Heart, will not be 
Sufficient for Salvation ? 
is a fign they dare not dwell upon the merits of the 
Cauſe between them and us, when they make haſt to paſs 
Sentence upon us. Tell them therefore, that they ought 
to take more pains to convince you of holding damnable Er- 
rors, which if they do ſufficiently, they may ſpare their heat 
of threatning you with Damnation, which you have already 
learn t in the Communion bf our Church, to avoid with fear 
and trembling. Nay, I can aſſure you, they will be at a 
loſs what to ſay, if you tell them, till it be argued out 
on which fide the Error lies; it is a moſt prepoſterous courſe 
they take to threaten you with Damnation, ſince if you are 
miſtaken, you are certainly in a more ſafe condition than 
they are, if the errour be on their fide : For as to this par- 
ticular of not praying to the Bleſſed Virgin and the other 
Saints,if we Proteſtants are miſtaken, as you have been told 
by our Excellent Expoſitor, we ſtil run no hazard, we vio- Expoſition of 
late no command of God in notdoing of it, we continually pat up A wow 
our Petitions to the Throne of Grace, and we are ſecure that of x1g1and. p. 
we are both heard aud ſhall be anſwer'd, if the matter of 54, 85, 86. 
our Petitions be fit and reaſonable, and our lives holy. 
But ſhould Roman Catholics be miſtaken in doing it, they 
do not onely loſe a great many prayers, but they diſhonour 
our Divine Mediator. Now what can betray a greater 
weakneſs than to give any heed to their words, who threaten 
our ſide with Damnation; when if we conſider the things 
themſelves, the uncertainty and danger are apparently on

Finally, Brethren, ſhew your ſelves men, and be not 
frighted and impoſed upon by thoſe perſons who before 2 |

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underſtood, were by Oath e ged to ſerve the Iutereſt uf 
the Court of Rome, and in dezng of which, they ſeldom miſs 
their own ends, Iwill not ſay that no Proteſtant Mini- 
fer ever had any Worldly ends in Writing and Preaching 
again? the Corruptions N the Church of Rome; but Imi 


ay. one thing, that the Principles and Doftrines of the 
C burch of England are not calculated for the raifing of ber 
Worldly Power, Wealth, and Glory, and that if our Clergy 
were not with held by Conſcience, they are the verieſt Fools 
in the World not to turn Papiſts, and not to perſwade as ma- 
ny as they could to turn with them: But leaf? you. ſhould 
Pink Jam of the Clergy my ſelf, and ſo under temptation 
to Partiality , therefore I faithfully declare that I am 4 
Layman, and have no intereſi in the World to ſerve, but 
that of my own Soul, and if I can, the Souls of other men. I 
have for ſome years made it my bufteſs to examine the 
differences between the two Churches, and J do here folemu- 
Iy profeſs in the preſence of God, that I caunot but cauclude, 
the Worfhip, the Doftrines aud Practices of the Church of 
Rome 720 be ſo extreamly dangerous, that nothing but in- 
vincible Ignorance, ef which God auely can judge, can give 
ws any reaſonable hope of their Salvation, who live aud die

READ E R. 
' ELIGTON, as all other Vertues, bas its 
exceſſes as well as defects: Impiety robs it, 
and Superſtition diſbonours it. At this ve- 
. ry time the greateſt part of, the World may 
fg divided into thetl two Vices : One half 
lives without any Piety or Religion at alli and the other ex- 
preſſes all its Worſhip in fantaſtick and foaliſp Devotion, 
which the love of Novelty has given birth to. There was ne- 
ver ſeen greater numbers of Men and Women M vrſbi ppers, & 
yet po 145 there was never ſo few true Chriſtians. To be 
truly devoted to Jeſus Chriſt, we muft crucifie the Fleſ and 
our evil Defires : Now that Religion which oppoſes our Luſts, 
being a little troubleſome, certain men to ma te it more plea- 
fant, have reduced it into little Acts of Devotion ſuitable 
to our corrupt Inclinations : and indeed 72 find Diſciples 
enough who are proud of this New-way of bei 


ing Religious ; 
for that Religion which is eaſieſt and makes the fines? out- 
ward ſhew, is that which comes the neareſt to the depraved 
Appetite of the World, and that which has leaft of the 
Spirit of Chriſtianity, i that which draws after it the 
greateſt number of Diſciples. But miſtake not, tis 4 
the 


ide lytention of this little Diſcourſe to condemn that 2 
cere reſpect and true love which Chriſtians ' ought to bear 

the Mother of our Saviour, a woll to the other Saints : 
Fam ſenſible how much theſe performances partake of Re- 
ligion ; nay, how much tis poſſible for Images to help the 
Devotion of the Faithful : I onely undertake to diſcover 
the Superſtition and Abuſes that are crept in, and to con- 
demn thoſe Novelties which ſo disfigure the Church, and 
which it is certain, 1s one of the greateſt, and a very juit 
obſtacle to the Converſion of theſe who are Separated from 
us ; neither do J at this time intend to reprove all the Fol. 
lies and Errours in this kind; indeed I take a little no- 
tice of the Slavery to MARY, but I meddle not with 
the Devotion to the Holy Heart of the Virgin, nor with 
that Hymn, Glory be unto GOD and to MARY, 
nor with divers others which may be ſeen in a Book en- 
tituled, The Country-Chriſtian, Sc. No, theſe are ſach 
that of themſelves make noiſe enough in the World. Some 
men proclaim mighty Indulgences for thoſe who ſhall ſay, 
Glory be to GOD and to MARY: Ts true, there 
z a perſon has taken care to undeceive the People in this mat- 
ter, and he has writ about it to Rome, and u well informed 
that a Memorial was there preſented to get this Devotion 
authorized by the Pope, but he would not grant it, and re- 
fuſed his ſo much ſolicited Brief. But I wiſh ſome body 
elſe would employ both their Learning and Zeal in ex- 
amining the merits of this other piece of Devotion, viz. 
The Heart of the Virgin; becauſe that under this Title they 
are now labouring to Conſtitute or Erect a new Society or 
Order: But truely I could not excuſe my ſelf in this place 
from ſaying ſomething concerning The Devotion of the Sla- 
very to MARY, being the moſt famous, and which in 
a little time ran through Germany, France, and Italy, 
where thinking to f wakes, ſelf, it was quite loſt; for when 
i was perceived. that notwithſtanding particular Prohi- 
Litions of it, yet this New-found Piece of Devotion began to 
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x eien in Rome it ſelf; then it, aud all the Books in its 
fauour, were by the ſatred Congregation ſolemnly Condemn- 
. ed as an abuſe of. the. Feoples Devotion ——— T hope theſe
